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A NEW SPECIES OF FORMICIDAE FROM JAPAN.

Camponotus Tokyoensis, n. sp. 

Worker. — Length 4.6 — 6. mm. 
Head about as long as broad, — somewhat longer than broad. Man- 
dibles strong, with four teeth. Clype'us rounded on the anterior border, 
and with a distinct median keel. Antennae slender, scape curved at 
the base and reaching to the posterior corners of the head, funicular 

joints of the an- 
tennae 1 — 7 a 
little longer than 
broad, 8 — lO as 
long as broad, 
the terminal joint 
about twice as 
long as broad.

posteriorly, superior margin viewed from side not forming a regular 
arch, rather plain, metathorax obliquely truncate and its superior 
border longer than slope, petiole sharp, and its margin rounded. 
Hairs pale yellow, erect, obtuse and abundant on the mandibles and 
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front, longer on the gaster, complete absence on the thorax and petiole. 

Shining black, mandibles reddish brown, antennae (except three 
terminal joints) and legs dark brown, posterior margin of the gastric 
segments pale yellow. 

Described from numerous workers which I obtained from Aoyama, 
Tokyo, June 1915. So, for a memory of this locality, I gave the 
name "Tokyoensis" to this species. 

This species is closely allied to Camponotus iBarginatus var. 
quadrinotatus Forel, but differs in the following points : 

1. Thorax is not so strong, and not forming arch. 

2. Hair completely absent on the thorax and petiole. 

B. Clypeus is not concave in the middle of the anterior border.
